HIS EFFORT TO CARRY ILLINOIS FOR GOLD 


Senator Palmer Says It’s No Use Try- 
ing for Free Coinage People Have 
Everything They Want. 


Washingtcn, May 13.—(Special.)—Mr. 
Cleveland's announcement to the American 
people that he will not be a candidate for 
renomination comes via Chicago. His man, 
Postmaster Hesing, of Chicago, gives out 
the story in which he says that Mr. Cleve- 
land informed him that under no circum- 
stances would he be a candidate again. 
]. for no cther’ reason, the condition of 
hi. ‘health would prevent, 

“He informed me,” says Hesing, “that 
he woull not even accept the nomination 
if made, explaining that he had all the 
honor it was possible to attain in the ex- 
alted position he occupits, and that he 
would have the risk of defeat.” 

Mr. ilesing goes no farther. While it 
is known tha: Mr. Cleveland does not 
Want the nominatiqgn himself, he wants to 
name the man; or rather, to make the 
platform. He wants his atiministrationm 
in all its details indorsed. He wants the 
Chicago corvention to nominate a <old man 
on a gold platform and if the office hold- 
ers and the liberal use of money can bring 
about this result he proposes to have 
it. 

Mr. Cleveland’s act in extending the 
civil service laws to cover all the office 
holders under the government except the 
few who must be confirmed by the senate 
Was no more nor less than an act to en- 
courage the present office holders to work 
for the election of gold) delegates to the 
Chicago ccnvention. He has fixed the boys 
in office to hcid on, and common gratitude 
compels them to reciprocate the courtesy. 
They owe him a debt Which they must 


pay. 
How It Is Worked. 

This rabid belief in civil service has come 
vpon Mr. Cleveland but recently. Indeed, 
it has not fully developed yet; for right 
now and for several months past all his 
cabinet officers have been ousting old em- 
ployes who came in under republican re- 
gimes and putting democrats of infinence 
in their places. The interior department 
in their places. 

Mr. Cleveland proposes to have the Chi- 
cago convention a gold one if he can. 

But can he? The free coinage democrats 
con't think so. And there are several 
cuckoos who agree wiih them. Old Sena- 
tor Palmer, of Illinois, announced in the 
cloakroom of the senate yesterday that 
the free coinage democrats had Illinois; 
they had the organization in Cook county 
and would even carry that. He expressed 
the opinion that there Was no way to pre- 
vent it, however much he regretted it. 

Colonel Dick Bright, the sergeant-at- 
arms of the senate, says Indiana is ali 
right for free coinage, He believes the 
Hioosier State will send an instructed dele- 
gation to Chicago. | 

Goed news also comes from lowa and 
Ohio. 

Who Will Be the Candidate? 

A prominent democrat here, in discussing 
the situation with me ioday, said:

He is the 
leading advocate cf free coinage in Amer- 
ica. Ife is also a low tariff nan. Yow ée- 
memder how he fought the McKinley biil. 
You will also remember how he joined 
“sg the democrats in fighting the force 

ill. 

“Teller is now, practically out of the 

republican party. He has announced his 
intention to leave it unless that 
adopts a free coinage’ piatform at 
Jouis, and we all know it will net. 
Teller will leave the republican party at 
St. Louis, and it is not improbable that 
he will be nominated iby the democrats 
at Chicago. Teller would bring to the 
party all the republican Silver men and I 
believe ne is the one man the democrats 
can clect with ease.” 

The above is simply @ne man's opinion, 
but he is a man who stands high in demo- 
cratic ranks. 

Senator Jcnes, of Arkansas, has suggest- 
ed General Schofield. Of course, many 
Suggest Boies, of lowa} and the letter of 
Governor Matthews, of indiana, printed 
yesterday, in which he speaks for a clear 
silver plank in the platform, has brought 
him prominently to the front. 

Whoever be the candidate, the free 
coinage men here believe that a good 
democrat cn a free coinage platform can 
he elected, and they bélieve such will be 
the result. 

Judge Bartlett’s Success. 

Judge Bartlett made a gallant and vic- 
torious fight in the Rinaker-Downing elec- 
tion case from Illintwis today. It was the 
first time in this congress that the elections 
committee has been defeated in the house. 
That committee reported in favor of un- 
Seating the democrat, Downing. Judge BRart- 
lett made a minority report, and so well 
argued the case in the house that even a 
republican house upheld him and voted to 
retain Downing in his seat, at the same 
time instructing the committee to have a 
recount in the district. 

Judge Bartlett is tonight the toast of all 
democrats in Washington. A better fight 
than he has made has seldom occurred in 
congress. At one bound he has placed him- 
self among the democratic leaders in con- 
eress. 


A Large Appropriation. 

The river and harbor bill, which is now in 
conference, carries the largest appropria- 
tion ever made by any congress. The total 
amount, includine all the contracts to be 
rade under the bill, reaches che great sum 
of $70,000,000. Rut there is no cause for 
complaint from Georgia. The state gets 
$42,000, and more if Colone} Goodyear is suc- 
cessful ‘n his Brunswick scheme. Yet, in 
View of the srnall revenue of the govern- 
ment, $70,000,160 is a iarge sum to appropri- 
ate for rivers and harbors. 

One of a half dozen votes against the bill 
in the senate was that of Vilas, of W iscon- 
Sin, a great personal friend of the presi- 
dent. His vote is taken to mean that the 
president will veto the bill. Almost ey ery 


| congressman has a personal interest in it, 

however, and the chances are that the bill 

will pass over the president’s veto. 
Standing by His Friends. 

The president today provided for another 
of his converts to' goldbugism. He made 
John C. Tarsney an associate justice of 
the supreme court of Oklahoma. Tarsney 
was a member of this congress from Kan- 
Sas City. The republicans unseated him. 

To the last congress Tarsney was elected 
as a silver man, and as such Speaker Crisp 
appointed him on the ways and means com- 
mittee. After that he flopped over to the 
gold side and in consequence he has now 
been rewarded with a seat on the supreme 
bench of Oklahoma. Mr. Cleveland is 
standing by his goldbug friends this year. 

Personal Mention. 

Judge Crisp will leave on Saturday night 
for Atlanta, While his health may pre- 
vent his making any speeches, for the pres- 
ent there is no necessity for his presence 
here and he wants to be in Georgia for a 
time, 

Mr. Bailey, of Texas, has accepted an in- 
Vltation to make a speech in Atlanta-on the 
20th. Mr, Bailey is one of the orators of 
congress and a great speech may be ex- 
pected of him.

D HARBOR BILL. 


In the Senate It Was Taken Up, Dis- 
cussed and. Passed. 

Washington, May 13.—The river and har- 
bor bill was passed in the senate today, 
leaving only three of the annual appropria- 
tion bills to be acted upon. These are the 
District of Columbia bill, the fortification 
bill and the deficiency Dill, but before 
either of them is taken up the Delaware 
Seratorial election case will have to be 
disposed of, and to that case tomorrow 
and Friday have been assigned. 

The amendment Which had been offered 
to the river and harbor bill yesterday by 
Mr. Gorman, of Maryland, -imiting the ex- 
pencitures under the bill to $10,000,000 a 
year. Was, today. after a long discussion, 
laid on the table by a vote of 40 to 28.. An 
amendment in the same sense, limiting the 
expenditures under contracts to W per cent 
was offered by Mr. Bate, of. Tennessee, 
and -met the lke fate with a vote ect 37 
to 18; and then, atter a somewhat bitter 
eucounter of words between Mr. Allen, 
of Nebraska, and the chairman of the 
committee on commerce, Mr. ‘rye, of 
Maine, the closing speech in advocacy of 
the bill and in response to criticisms of it 
Was made by Mr. Frye, who stated some 
facts in illustration of the immense growth 
of the railroad and river and lake com- 
merce of the United States. The rail- 
road freights, he said, had been cut down 
within the last twenty years from 314 cents 
a ton a mile to % of 1 cent a ton a mile; 
and yet the people wanted cheaper 
freights; and for that reason the intelli- 
gent people of the United States were 
everywhere asking for river and harbor 
improvements. 

The vote on’ the passage of the bill was:

The bill, as it passed the house, appropri- 
ated $10,594,718 and authorized contracts for 
thirty-two projects, involving an aggregate

liability of $51,721,210. ‘As it was reported 
to the senate the amount appropriated was 
$12,614,550. That sum was increased by 
various items put on in the senate, includ- 
ing the provision for the deep sea harbor in 
southern California. 

The senate, at 6 o'clock p. m., adjourned 
until tomorrow. 


IN THE HOUSE.

The Rinaker-Downing Case Was Dis- 
cussed at Length. 

Washington, May 13.—The house 
mainly occupied today in the consideration 
of the Rinaker-Downing contested election 
case, Mr. Cook, of Illinois, resuming his ar- 
gument in favor of Rinaker. 

The debate continued until night, though 
several motions to adjourn were interject- 
ed and defeated during the discussions. The 
debate was part’cipated in by Mr. Lacey, 
of Illinois, in favor of Downing, and Mr. 
Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, who gave reasons 
for not assenting to the report;for unseat- 
ing Mr. Downing. Mr. Hepburn, of Iowa, 
and Mr. Connolly, of Illinois, strongly fa- 
vored the seating of Mr. Rinaker. 

At 8 p. m. the case had not been decided. 

At 8:20 o’clock the house, by a vote of 
139 to 35, recommitted the case to the com- 
mittee on elections No, 1, with instructions 
to recount’ such parts of the vote deem- 
ed proper, 


SENATE STEERING COMMITTEE. 


The Republican Senators on It Meet, 
Talk and Adjourn. 

Washington, May 13.—The republican 
senate steering committee held a meet- 
ing this afternoon to consider the order of 
business, but was unable to come to any 
conclusion, and adjourned to meet again 
Saturday morning. At that time, if a 
conclusion is reached, a caucus of the re- 
publicans of the senate will be calked to 
meet Monday morning. 

The several matters for which attention 
is being urged by the senators were taken 
up and discussed. There appeared to be a 
feeling that it would be unwise to. permit 
the calling up of the bills for the estab- 
lishment of a uniform system of bankrupt- 
cy, for the refunding of the debt of the 
Pacific railroads and like measures which 
will precipitate a prolonged debate. The 
immigration bill now on the calendar ap- 


was 


-pears to meet with general commendation, 


and the committee believed that it could be 
called up with reasonable probability of its 
passage. This will probably be provided. 
for. 

The bill to repeal the free alcohol in the 
arts clause of the present tariff bill was 
also discussed for some time, but no con- 
clusion was reached. There is a marked 
division of sentiment in the republican 
ranks on this question, but the indications 
are that the committee will report to the 
caucus in favor of giving this measure a 
day at court. Whether it can be passed is 
a question the committee does not pre- 
sume to answer. It is understood that 
the house will pass the repeal as an inde- 
pendent measure, and if that is done, the 
concurrence of the senate will be urged. 
All of these matters were permitted to 
stand open, however, and aneffort will be 
made to dispose of them definitely next Sat- 
urday. 


THE A. P. A. SESSION. 


In His Address President Traynor Re- 
ferred to Matters Political. 

Washington, May 13.—At this morning’s 
As- 
sociat‘on convention the annual reports of 
officers ‘were received and referred to com- 
mittees. 

President .Traynor’s address related to 
the internal affairs of the order and 
touched upon politics in a general way.

For His Constituents Believe He Runs 
with the Goldbugs. 


A MONSTER PETITION BEING PREPARED 


To Be Presented to Congressman Owens 
Asking Him To Introduce a Res- 
olution Criticising Carlisle.

Lexington, Ky., May 13.—The Kentuck’ 
free coinage democrats are determined 0 
humiliate Secretary Carlisle in some pu)- 
lic manner if possible. Their new schene 
is to send a monster petition to W. C. 
Owens, congressman from tthe Ashlaid 
district, asking him to introduce in cen- 
gress the day before adjournment a sting- 
ing resolution which will be prepared by 
one of the most rabid free coinage men 
in Kentucky, criticising Carlisle's char- 
acter and also his private life. 

The object of the free coinage men in 
asking Congressman Owens to introduce 
the petition is ‘o force him to show his 
position on the money question, as they 
‘believe he has been affiliating with the 
gold standard democrats sjnce gwing to 
Washington. 

Judge William E. Russell, of Marion 
county, in an interview here tonight, says 
that the ‘western part of the state is prac- 
tically solid for free coinage, and that the 
163,000 democrats who voted for General 
Hardin for governcr last fall will almost 
lO &@ Man oppose the selection of Carlisle 
for president. He says Carlisle cannot car- 
ry a precinct in Kentucky outside of Louis- 
ville. 

The free coinage men will have a number 
of barbectes and speakings before the 
county conventions on May 30th. 


GOVERNOR MATTHEWS 


DECLARES POSITIVELY IN FAVOR 
OF FREE COINAGE. 


He Says He Is No Straddler, but Is 
Strongly in Favor of a Positive 
Declaration for Silver. 
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Indianapolis, Ind., May 13.—The follow- 
ing letter from the governor of Indiana 
explains itself: 

“To Mr. George W. Goodwin, Newcas- 
tle, Ind.—My Dear Sir: I have yours of the 
Sth instant, inclosing a clipping from the 
Cincinnati Enquirer, and: which also ap- 
peared in The New. York World, which is 
a telegram from 8st. Louis giving, as 
claimed, a letter from Colonel Matson, of 
Greencastle, to Colonel Joseph K. Rickey» 
who is reported to be a member of the 
‘Bland executive committee.’ In this let- 
ter, if true, Colonel Matson makes the 
statement that in a recent interview with 
‘he talked like he wanted to straddle 
upon the money question.’ 

“I hope and believe that Colonel Mat- 
son has been. misunderstood, for neither 
with Colonel Matson nor others have Il 
favored a straddle upon the money ques- 
tion.” On the contrary, I have maintained 
and still believe, and so expressed myself 
to Colonel Matson, that there should be 
no ‘straddle,’ evasive declaration or doubt- 
ful phrases in the platform to be adopted 
at Chicago. 

“This kind of political platform is never 
right, and especially would it be harmful 
and unwise this year, when the public is 
in no franre of mind to tolerate it. What- 
ever position we may take upon the finaf- 
cial problem, let it be plain, clear, honest 
and fearless. I believe, and distinctly 
stated to Colonel Masson, that a straddle 
upon this question would be nearly, if not 
quite, as disastrous to the democratic par- 
ty as the adoption of a pure, straightout 
gold resolution. 

“I believe further that a positive, not 
too radical, declaration in favor of silver, 
for the maintenance of the double stand- 
ard of both silver and gold, and for the 
speedy restoration of silver to the position 
held prior to 1873, would insure success to 
the democratic party and bring to the 
country a complete and permanent pros- 
perity. To do otherwise the issue will be 
exceedingly doubtful, and prove calamit- 
ous to the interests of the great body of 
our people. The clipping you inclose gives 
me the first knowledge of its existence, 
and I thank you for calling my attention 
to it.

CALLS FOR TRADE DOLLARS. 
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POPULIST CANDIDATE FOR GOV- 
ERNOR OF NORTH CAROLINA 


Publishes a Letter Calling on His Par- 
ty To Put a Trade Dollar Plank 
in Its Platform. 


Raleigh, N. C., May 3.—(Spectal.)—In 
Senator Butler’s paper tcday W. A. Guthrie, 
most prominent as_ the prohable popu- 
list nominee for governor, publishes a long 
letter, in which he declares: 

“We see that as to money metals, the 
law can elevate or depress prices and val- 
ues. The time has come for the states, 


each acting for itself, to exercise the con- 
,Stitutional reserved power of making all 


coin of the United States, including trade 
dollars, a legal tender in the payment of 
debt. Let North Carolina take the Initia- 
tive on this subject. I want to see the 
people's party put a plank in its state 
platform upon this subject. If no other 
state will follow us, let us draw to the 
money circulation of our state the trade 
dollars now held in our own and other 
stafes, and at least put that much more 
United States silver money already coined 
in circulation and give it a legal tender 
debt paying quality in North Carolina.’’

Washington, May 13.—(Special.)—Fight- 
ing Bob Evans, the commander of 
the Indiana. was in Washington several 
days ago. He called upon the president, 
who is his personal friend, and suggested 
that he be permitted to sail the Indiana 
down to Cuba and put an end to the 
Spanish navy and the revolution. The In- 
diana, he told the president, was the best 
fighting ship afloat and with it -he could 


tom. 
The president replied, jocularly, that Ol- 
ney was running Cuban matters and he had, 
best see him. Captain Evans then called 
upon the secretary of state and asked if 
the secretary would permit him to sail the 
Indiana down to Cuba and get a box of 
good Havana cigars. 

“No,” responded Olney, seriously; ‘vou 
can get your cigars here.” 

In retiring Captain Evans remarked that 
if he was permitted to open the Indiana’s 
guns upon the Spanish navy he would 
promise ‘‘that the Spanish language would 
prevail in hell for several years to come.’’ 


EXTENDING AMNESTY AGAIN. 


General Weyler Issues Another Edict. 
General Williams’s Claims, 
Havana, May 13.—Captain General Wey- 
ler has extended temporarily the operation 
of the last edict issued by him granting 
pardons to insurgents who shall surrender 
to the authorities within a specified time, 
so that it now applies to the province of 
Havana and Matanzas as well as to the 

Pinar del Rio province. 

United States Consul General Williams 
has presented to the authorities the claims 
of two of the prisoners alleged to have 
been members of the last filibustering ex- 
pedition and requested that the men be 
granted a civil trial on the ground that at 
the time of their capture they were not 
bearing arms. He has also made a similar 
request on behalf of the Frenchman who 
recently arrived here on an American ship. 


That Bermuda Expedition. 

New York, May 13.—Just before the close 
of today’s cpening session of the May 
term of the crimiral part of the United 
States circuit court, Captain John O Brien, 
Mate Edward Murphy, John D. Hart and 
Emilio Nunez were arraigned upon a 
charge of having aided and set on foot a 
military expedition against a foreign power’ 
in Cuba, with which the United States is 
at peace. 

This charge has reference to the first 
successful trip of the steamship Bermuda 
to Cuba with arms, ammunition and men. 
The accused, through their counsel, enter- 
ed a formal plea of not guilty, with per- 
mission to change heir plea or enter a 
demurrer. 

The four men had been held by the Lnit- 
ed States commissioner in Philadelphia 
under $1,600 bail each, but upon request 
of Assistant United States District At- 
torney Hinman Judge Benedict invreased 
their bail to $2,500 each.

London, May 13.—The Standard tomorrow

He read an extract of a 
lecture by Dr. Draper before the Harvard 
Medical school in which expert testimony 
was characterized as ridiculous and a dis- 
grace to the profession. 
Colonel Crawford concluded his speech 
at noon. He claimed the murder is still a 
mystery and offered no explanat.on of the 
crime except that the prisoner is not 
guilty. 
“There has been an effort in this case,’’ 
said he, ‘“‘to convict the prisoner by ex 
post facto evidence, by a horde of newspa- 
per reporters and policemen who did not 
see him until long after the crime. There 
has not been a particle of direct circum- 
stantial evidence against this prisoner. He 
cannot be convicted upon the evidence.’”’ 
Crawford's final appeal was earnest and 
pathetic. , 
‘Let this boy go 'back,” he said, “and 
be the support to his mother in the declin- 
ing years which she hoped he would. , 
“Gentlemen of the jury, return him to 
her; he is innocent; here is the mother 
waiting to hear the joyous words, ‘He is 
not guilty.’ I am sure she will hear the 
words and that her son will be returned to 
her arms. I leave it with you.” 
The mother lay for a moment 
chair as still as death. 

Her hands began to tremble and her face 
twitched with anguish. A woman sitting 
by her leaned forward to fan her. 

Colonel Lockhart closed the argument for 
the commonwealth.

During the past week Seaver made a 
clean breast of the whole job, implicating 
Becker and Cregan.

The capture was just in time, as they 
had planned to sail from Boston to Europe 
Saturday. Their profits have figured up to 
about a mi..0n dollars, which they “blew 
in’? in Europe. 
For several years Becker, Cregan and as- 
sociates have been swindling banks all 
over the United States with drafts pur- 
chased fér amounts less than $100 and 
raised by them to hundreds of dollars, 
Becker alters the drafts. James Cregan 
was the capitalist Or backer who put up the 
money for expenses in buying small checks 
or drafts to be alte#ed. ;

Something of the Life and Work of 
the Prominent Atlantian Who 
Died Yesterday Morning. 


The funeral of Captain William Garrett, 
one of Atlanta’s most prominent citizens, 
whose sad death was announced in yes- 
terday morning’s paper, will take place 
this afternoon at 3 o’clock. All that is 
mortal of this noble man will be laid to 
rest beneath the sod of Westview ceme- 
tery. The funeral services will be con- 
ducted by Dr. Henry McDonald and Dr. 
Spalding at the family residence on Wash- 
ington street. 

Captain Garrétt was born in Laurens 
district, South Carolina, and at the time 
of his death had reached his allotted 


three score and ten years. At a very 


early age he came to this state with his 
father and settled in Campbell county. 


When about twenty years of age he opened 
a small store and did a splendid business, 
making money, which he saved. 

He always showed a disposition to do 
merchandise business and Was a_ born 
merchant. Dissatisfied with a small store 
he moved to Campbellton and with Gen- 
eral Alfred Austell as a partner he opened 
a large store, doing a fine business and 
making a large amount of money. Then 
came a longing to own a store of his own 


and he moved to Palmetto, where he 
opened up a store of his own, Until 1865 
he did a fine business at that place. He 


then came to Atlanta and started into bus- 
iness with his younger brother. 

During the war Captain Garrett saw 
active service and held the rank of major 


for six months. lie has been connected 
with a large number of the largest and 
most successful business enterprises of 


this city and has always done everything 
in his power toward the advancement and 


building up of A®lanta. In this respect 
his services have been invaluable. 
In 1855 he married Miss Ellen Latham, 


who died in 1874, leaving no children. Mrs, 
Mary A. Buttrell was his second wife. 

He leaves a wife and three daughters to 
mourn his loss. They are: Miss Emma 
Lou Garrett, Miss Estelle Garrett and 
Miss Gussie Garret. 

At the time of his death Captain Gar- 
rett had retired from active business, but 
he was known as one of the most sue- 
cessful business men of this city.

Report of Treasure Hemphill Shows 
the Board’s Cdfers To Be in 
Good Cadition. 


The semi-annual meting of the Mission 
Board >f the Nort] Georgia conference 
held its meeting yeserday morning at the 
First Methodist church. 


There were presentmost of the members 
of the hard and maiy others of the min- 
isters anl laymen ofthe Methodist church 
interestel in missior work. 

The rejort of Treasurer W. A. Hemphill 
showed t most gretifying increase over 
the recebts of the >revious year for the 
cuuse Of missions. In spite of the preva- 
lent deprssion in Jusiness the contribu- 
tions for mission werk among the Metho- 
dists havi been unusually. liberal, and the 
showing br the year is very encouraging. 


Dr. W. A. Cander, president of the 
board, presided at the meeting. The fol- 
lowing mmbers of the board were pres- 
ent: Re’.

Dr.Candler’s Address. 

Last nightDr. Warren Candler addressed 
the mission loard at Trinity church on the 
subject of ‘China and Her Needs.” 

“I take no text,” said Dr. Candler. “I 
see in the aees .of this aud ence none 
who do not think as I do on this question. 
The responsbility of the redemption of 
China rests Wth us Methodists. It makes 
no difference with us what the riches of 
China are orthe numbers of her people. 
It is our respojsibility to God. It matters 
not-if they do talk the Chinese language 
and wear longwues, hese customs have 
nothing to do With our responsibility. and 
duty as Christians. 

“In China is one-third of the human race 
and the solidest block of heathenigm in 
the world and the solidest block of Meth- 
odism is in Georgia. The densest, closest 
knitted block of Methodism is here in our 
State, and consider that out of the dense 
block out of our state has gone about one- 
third of the male workers on China soil, and 


consider also that no church has done so 
much as this grand old Trinity and no 


church has such responsibilities as you. 


“Recently the mission work in China 
has been much improved and almost as 
mitaculous as the tmission work of Paul 


has been som of the grand work in Crina. 

lier minister to America went to Shang- 
hai, met Dr. Allen, was converted, came t6 
America, was educated and ‘is now appoint- 
ed to what we would call the educational 
agent of Corea and preaches Christ to his 
people. Our work is so planned and man- 
aged that our position is of great strength 
and growing power, and yet in the board 


we were not able to undertake a single 
new field. We have had seores of con- 
verts during the last year in that land 


among the literary classes and great good 
is being accomplished, and yet we are 
not able to open a single field of new work, 
and why? Do you, like others, say hard 
times? The conference has been praying 
and discussing how we can get $300,000 out 
Of 1,500,000 people. Why, you have that much 
invested in bicycles. . 

You sit tonight in one of the greatest and 
best churches in the world and your re- 
sponsibility is greater than your church, 
and three or four thousand is all we get 
out of the North Georgia conference of 
95,000 souls. Are there not 5,000 who could 
give $20 each? There are 750 men in this 
conference who could have paid last year’s 
collections for foreign missions all told in 
this conference and not felt it, and China 
don’t get more ‘than two-thirds of the 
amount—it is divided, much of it gofng to 
Mexico, and our work not even in foreign 
lands, China don’t get annually for her 
great four and a half million of heathen 
souls as much as you spdend on yourselves 
in Atlanta, a city of 100,000. 

‘“T have heard of men church members 
calculating how much money was used and 
how many communicants there were and 
trying to get at the cost per head for each 
conversion. Judas Iscariot never got that 
low. If I had enough sense to figure on 
such a man’s chance for salvation or the 
time and number of prayers it would — 
to save any man who would figure on how 
much money it would take to save a soul, 
Gabriel would blow his horn before he 
could feel the power of prayer. Can we 
retain ‘our respect and consciousness and 
not do more than we are doing? 

The lack of faith in business is often on 
account of our faith in our church work. 
It is a lifetime affair with us to give— 
give this year and next year and on and 
on. It is not for ten, no, nor fifty years 
that it will take, but a lifetime for you and 
a lifetime for those who follow. If it 
takes all the money and all the lives in 
Christendom to save China, it will be done. 
Jonah tried to get out of necessary work 
and got into a fish and was glad enough to 
go to work when he got out.

THE LATE JUDGE BARNARD HILL. 
Anderson, Joseph H. Hall, B. M. Davis 
and Washington Dessau. Mr. Dessau in 
a few eloquent sentences stated that Hon, 
Clifford Anderson would present the por- 
trait on behalf of the donor. 

Judge Ancerson paid a beautiful trid- 
ute to the life of the deceased, and passed 
bigh praise on his great ability as a 
lawyer and jurist, and h:s patriotism and 
philanthropy as a citizen and man. 

The foNowing imteresting points in the 
life of Judge Hill were contaimed in Judge 
Anderson’s mamoral: 

Hon. Barnard Hill was obrn in Har- 
vard, Mass., March 21, 1804. His earliet 
education was obtained in the schools of 
Massathusastts. He went to Montrea’, 
Canada, to obtain a colloquial knowledgs 
of the Fremch language. At the age co 
nineteen he came south, traveled through 
the state and settled in Bibb county. He 
taught for three years at the Washington 
academy, devoting his spare time to the 
study of law under the late Hon. Wash- 
ington Poe, an eminent c.tizen of Macon. 
Mr. Hill was admitted to the Macon ar 
in October, 1832. He then moved to Tal- 
bptton to practice his profession and by 
reason of his great mental pciwers soon 
advanced to the front ranks. He met in 
legal angument such master minds as 
Walter T. Colquitt, Gecerge W. Towns, 
William Doueherty, Seaborn Jones, Hiram 
Warner. In 1856 he served as leutenant 
in a campany in the Semnole Indian war. 
In 1854 he removed to Macon and found a 
law partnership with that great lawyer, 
T. P. Stubbs, which corrtinued until the 
death of Mr. Stubds. 

In Jamuary, 1873. ‘Mr. Hill was appoint- 
ed judge of the Macon circuit, which posi- 
tion he held until his sudden death on 
November 27, 1877, while holding superior 
court at Knoxville, Crawford county. He 
was seventy-four years old at the time of 
his demise. 

The deceased a'tways declined political 
preferment, but took an active interest 
in politics, voting the democrat ticket be- 
fore and after the war. He reluctantly 
advocated secession. Mr. H:1] joined. the 
(Methodist church in 1840, and was deeply 
pious, and while he was never regularly 
ordained as a minister, he would often 
occupy the pulpit and expcund the serip- 
tures. The deceased was twice married. 
His first wife was Miss Sarah Ann Brown, 
whom he wedded December 30, 1820. She 
died and on November 24, 1844, he married 
Miss Mary C. Birch, who survived unt’ 
May, 1877. When this great sorrow came 
upon him his health ccemmenced rapidly 
to decline and in a faw months he passed 
away.

‘A TALK WITH WRIGHT 


Who Killed Dr. Blackwell in Columbus 
on ‘Tuesday. 
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‘THE YOUNG MAN VERY COOL 
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And Seems Not To Realize the Gravity 
of His Situation—General Co- 
lumbus News. 


Columbus, Ga., May 13.—(Special.)—The 
preliminary trial of Walter Wright, the 
young man who, on yesterday afternoon, 
shot and killed on the street Dr. J, T. 
Blackwell, who he alleges had insulted 
his sixteen-year-old sister, the particulars 
of which affair were told in The Conatilu- 
tion this morning, did not take place this 
morning, Recorder Cozart postponing it 
until Saturday next, 

The young man is confined in a cell in 
Muscogee jail, being held on the charge of 
murder. The grand jury of Muscogee 
county will be in session Friday, and it is 
not improbable that the case will be car- 
ried straight before it, without any fur- 
ther investigation. 

Wright was séen again in jail today by 
your correspondent. His coolness is re- 
markable, and he talked freely today, dis- 
cussing the killing very calmly and dis- 
passionately. The fact that he is in jail 
With an awful charge hanging over his 
head does not seem to weigh upon his 
mind in the least. He does not seem tv 
be in the least worried over his troubles, 
chatting freely to your correspondent. He 
gave out the following version of the uf- 
fair, Which is the first complete = state- 
ment: 

“Saturday night as my sister, Mattie 
Wright, who is employed at Pekor’s crock- 
ery store, on Broad street, was going home, 
she was accosted by Blackwell, who made 
to her an improper proposition. She was 
just crossing S®venteenth street, at St. 
Mary’s chapel, when accosted by him, Ile 
attempted to detain her, blockading the 
Crossing. There were two witnesses to 
the affYair—two boys—walking behind my 
sister a short distance. When they came 
up Blackwell desisted from urging his 
proposition. I don’t think that Black- 
well was drunk at the time, but I under- 
stand that he was thought to be drinking 
a little. 1 didn’t hear about Blackwell's 
action until yesterday at dinner, when my 
brother told me about it. The people at 
home had known about it since Saturday 
night, but they kinder wanted to keep it 
from me.” 

Immediately upon hearing of the insult, 
Wright procured a pistol, a No. 44 Colt, 
and started out in search of Blackwell. 

“! found him on First avenue,’’ contin- 
ued Wright. “I saw him at a store, but 1 
didn’t speak to him, there being some peo- 
ple about. He went up First avenue, 
then crossed the railroad. I followed him, 
overtaking him at Pou’s woodyard., | 
didn’t do any shooting there, however, as 
there were some negroes about and | was 
afraid that I might hit them. T passed 
1im but I didn’t speak to him. As Black- 
well passed the woodyard somebody ad- 
dressed a remark to him, to which he re- 
plied with a curse, I don’t think that 
Blackwell was drinking at the time. I 
walked on ahead, but at the corner of 
Seventeenth street I stopped and watted 
for him. Hie and T didn’t walk up to the 
corner talking, as reported. I didn't have 
anything to say to him until we reached 
the corner. 1 told him he had tinsulted 

sister. He replied angrily that he 
hadn't. ‘It’s a d—n le: T didn't.’ he said. 
He didn’t trv to apologize in the least: if 
he had I don’t think I would have killed 
him. 

‘Instead of ajpolevizing.”” the young 
man eontinued, ‘Blackwell looked more 
like he wanted to fight. He began curs- 
ing. and cursed me out. I told him that I 
had witnesses to prove that he had in- 
sulted mv sister. Our conversation was 
verv brief. 

“T told htm 
him: that he 
his prayers. 
his last word 


that T was go'ng to kill 
ecould kneel down and sav 
He didn’t kneel and almost 
was a curse, [,. got out mv 
pistol then ard shot him five times, He 
dedged around the tree and I described 
about a third of a circle in following h'm 
up. He didr’t say a word as he was be- 
ine shot—only he sort of moaned” 

Wright was asked why he d'dn't use a 
stick instead of a gun in avenging the 
insult. 

‘Well, vou see if I had used a stick we 
would have both been uv before the re- 
cordver, and he not knowing the full cir- 
cumstances, would have socked it to both 
of us. 

“Then, he remarked. in a re-

skull. I vould have been liable to have 
been arrested for assault with intent to 
murder. Why not use a cowhide. did you 
say?

IT WAS NOT SUICIDE 


Rivers Died from Drinking Decatur 
Street Whisky. 


WHAT HIS WIFE HAS TO SAY 


Denies That There Was Any Cause for 
Suicide—The Dead Man Was 
from Maine. 


Coroner Paden called to inquire into the 
death of Will A. Rivers found dead in the 
restaurant at No. 7 Collins .street early 
yesterday morning, rendered a verdict that 
the man came to his death through acute 
alcoholism. : 

It was shown by testimony at the trial 
that Mr. Rivers had been drinking very 
heavily for about a week prior to his death. 
The testimony also brought out the fact 
that the dead man was subjected to heart 
disease and this no doubt accounts for the 
suddenness of his taking off. The other 
testimony of the trial was to the same ef- 
fect. 

Mrs. Rivers first learned of her husband’s 
death through a representative of The Con- 
stitution, who called to see her several 
hours after her husband’s dead body had 
been found. Mrs, Rivers was deeply af- 
fected by the news, but sard that she was 
not altogether unprepared for it. Her hus- 
band’s one failing wa®# his love for strong 
drink—otherwise he had been an affec- 
tionate, devoted husband and father. He 
had been drinking for several days and she 
did not know where he could be found. 
She had done everything in her power to 
wean him from the thirst for whisky, as 
she thought it would be his ruin. Her hus- 
hand's mother, who resides in Belfast, Me., 
had also been very solicitous for him. 

Mrs. Rivers denies most emphatically that 
there. was the least circumstance in his 
family and home life to have caused him to 
his own life. “‘We were perfectly de- 
voted to each other,” she said, “and it was 
vniy when he began began to drink that 
was ever the ‘slightest unpleasant- 
Then I would try to persuade him to 
let crink alone and this annoyed him.”’ 

Mrs. Rivers boards at the Aberdeen, a 
small family hotel on Ellis street, almost 
opposite the Aragon. The other boarders 
at the house declare that Mr. and Mrs. 
Rivers lived happily together and scout the 
idea that he took his life intentionally. 

The remains of the unfortunate man were 
shipped to his mother’s home in Belfast. 
Me., at 11 o’clock last night. Mrs. Rivers 
will for the present remain in Atlanta. Her 
plans are as yet unsettled and she can not 
definitely decide what to do for several 
days to come. A large wreath of flowers 
were sent down to the undertaking estab- 
lishment last night by the young widow 
and placed on the casket. 

In addition to his widow and mother, Mr. 
Rivers leaves a baby less than two years of 
age. He was te only son of his aged 
mother.

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As to Fulton County. 

That the democrats of Fulton county 
are overwhelmingly opposed to the sin- 
gle gold standard, to constantly recur- 
ring bond issues, and to the contraction 
of the currency, will be demonstrated in 
the primary of the 6th of June. The 
effort to make it appear that there is 
any spontaneous uprising to the con- 
trary is absurd on the face of it. 

Petitions have been industriously cir- 
culated during the past week and the 
daily publications of the names obtained 
has made evident the fact that in seek- 
ing to make the list as long as possible, 
hundreds of these names have been con- 
staptly repeated, and every day many 
hames are repeated over and over again. 

Making no point on this, however, let 
us pass to the main point—the action of 
this county on June 6th. For every 
one name recorded in favor of the rob- 

er «dollar and the financial system 
which has stagnated the business of 
the whole country, two will go to the 
ballot box to protest against the claim 
that this country favors the contraction 
of the currency to a gold basis. For 
every name which has been signed to 
the lists which have been circulated, 
there have been many refusals, and if 
all who had refused to sign had been re- 
‘corded the showing would by far over- 
Shadow that made by those who have 
been raking the county with a _ gold 
Standard drag net. 

If there are more voters in this coun- 
ty who are in favor of keeping the cur- 
rency ov a gold stundard and contrac- 
tion basis than there are against it, it 
will be made apparent in the June pri- 
mary aud not before. In the meantime, 
since organization must be met with or- 
ganization, those who are opposed to 
the present financial system will start 
the ball rolling next Wednesday even- 
ing, May 20th, by a meeting in the public 
hall of the county courthouse, on which 
occasion Congressman Joseph W. Bai- 
ley, of Texas, one of the most eloquent 
members of the present congress, ° will 
deliver an address on the currency. It 
is said that his speeches on the currency 
question have been in unusual demand 
throughout the country; and having ac- 
cepted the invitation to speak in Atlanta, 
it is needless to say that the event will 
be a most interesting one. 

On this occasion formal organization 
of the opponents of the single gold 
standard will be effected. Other speeches 
will be made, and the work of showing 
where Fulton county stands on this 
question will be begun in earnest. 

The state democratic convention, 
which meets on the 25th of June, will de- 
ciare against the single gold standard 
by a vote of three to one. This is con- 
ceded, and Georgia is no longer counted 
as a doubtful state even by the most 
Sanguine exponents of the money power, 
and the expression of this county at the 
state convention will be in keeping with 
that of the state, 
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Another Lame Duck Provided For. 

Ex-Congressman John C. Tarsney, of 
Missouri, has been appointed by the 
presigent as associate justice of the 
supreme court of the territory of Okla- 
boma.

The Republican Campaign. 

That The Constitution has correctly 
outlined the scheme of the republican 
managers is shown beyond all question 
by the Washington correspondent of 
The New York Journal of Commerce. 
That correspondent, who is in a posi- 
tion to know what he is talking about, 
Says: 

The opinion is growing here that the 
sound money delegates from the east will 
be permitted to write the platform for the 
republican national convention at St. Louis 
in return for their acquiescence in the nom- 
ination of Major Mckinley. The McNHin- 
ley managers have been pursuing what 
they consider a diplomatic policy in refus- 
ing to permit their candidate to express 
himself in definite terms on the financial 
subject.

They left the question open 
pending the election of delegates in silver 
States in order to see how many deiegates 
could be secured in the sound money states. 
Having secured such states as Indiana, Ll- 
linois, Wisconsin, Vermont and Texas, 
which have declared substantially for the 
gold standard, they are now ready to trust 
to the sound money men to give him the 
nomination. 3 P 


This is interesting. It contirms the 
prediction of The Constitution that Me- 
K\inley’s managers would take ad- 
vantage of eastern attacks on their can- 
didate to strengthen him in the silver 
States. ‘These eastern attacks have ap 
peared at a time so ripe and opportune 
that it is impossible not to, suspect that 
they are a definite part of the republican 
plan of campaign. In the west the Me- 
Kinley managers have been able to go 
among the silver republicans with a 
scrapbook full of bitter attacks from 
the eastern republican ‘They 
have been able to produce these clip- 
pings and say, “You are doubtful about 
our candidate’s views on silver, are you? 
Well, look at these and tell us what 
they mean. Would the gold men attack 
a man who was on their platform ?” 

And so the MeKinley campaign has 
jogged merrily along under the manage- 
ment of the inimitable Hanna. At the 
close of it the managers will be able to 
Say to the eastern men: “You helped us 
mightily in the west by your attacks on 
McKinley; now write a platform to suit 
yourselves and he will stand on it.” 

We repeat here what we have 
quently Said before, that whether the 
repulbMcans declare for gold or be- 
fore the country straddling the finan- 
cial question the democrats will have 
an opportunity for success that 
often given to a party. They have but 
to conform to the traditions. and prin- 
ciples of the party and to make a clear 
and an unequivoeal utterance on these 
to sweep the country, and, on the rising 
tide of progress and prosperity that will 
follow the free coinage of silver, retain 
control of the governiment for a gener- 
ution. ; 
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- Governor Mortcu Signs the Bill. 

As every one expected Crovernor Mor- 
ton has signed the Greater New York 
bill and the friends of that measure are 
quite jubilant over the situation. 

The bill which has now become a law 
provides for th® consolidation of New 
York, Brooklyn, Long Island city and 
adjacent territory under one municipal 
government. 

This immense aggregation of wealth 
and power covers an area of 31S square 
niles and embraces 
habitants. 

There was considerable opposition to 
the measure and protests aguinst its be- 
coming a law were made by the mayors 
of both New York and Brooklyn. This 
opposition centered in Brooklyn, which 
has long been noted for its exclusive at- 
mosphere and for the jealous: pride 
which the residents of that citv have 
taken in its prosperity and growth. To 
see its name and characteristics merged 
into those of New York was more than 
her people could stand and consequently 
a most indignant protest was raised. 

In signing the bill Governor Morton 
recognizes the fact that there are sev- 
eral difficulties in the way and to these 
difficulties he alludes in the following 
paragraph: 

To effect a proper consolidation of this 
territory, with its djvergent interests, into 
one municipality, there must be provided 
a harmon'‘ous government, an equitab’e sys- 
tem of taxation, a fair adjustment of the 
several existing municipal debts and homo- 
geneous arrangement of executive, judicial 
and administrative functions. Many of the 
existing functions cannot be constitution- 
ally amalgamated or disturbed by any at- 
tempted consolidation. The autonomy of 
the counties must be preserved, until 
changed by constitutional amendments. 
Boards of supervisors must be re-establish- 
ed in the counties of Kings and New York, 
and the board already existing in the coun- 
ty of Richmond must be retained. The 
parts of the consolidated territory lying in 
the county of Queens will still remain in 
that county, unless annexed to other 
counties; but such annexation cannot affect 
existing senate, assembly or judicial dis- 
tricts. The constitutional offices provided 
for each county, including certain judicial 
tribunals, must continue. Certain police 
and administrative functions cannot wholly 
be destroyed or made subordinate to city 
supervision, and throughout the consoli- 
dated city there must continue to be a dual 
government, party the creature of the con- 
stitution, under constitutional limitations 
and restrictions, and beyond the control of 
the city government, and partly the creat- 
ure of statutes providing for municipal 
government within the same territorial 
limits. How far the legislature may go in 
amalgamating city and county goveraments 
will be one of the important problems for 
the. consideration of the commission pro- 
vided by the bill. 


In his explanation of the reasons 
Which prompted, him to sign the bill 
Governor Morton discusses the objec- 
tions raised against it and contends that 
the benefits to be derived from the fed- 
eration of the several cities more than 
counterbalance these objections. He 
likewise makes a careful review of the 
movement which culminated in the pas- 
Sage of the bill by the New York legis- 
lature and states that under the provis- 
ions of the measure, a much greater 
prosperity is possible than under ex- 
isting conditions. 

If The Brooklyn Citizenesis a fair ex- 
ponent of the views entertained by the

In discussing the governor's signature 
The Brooklyn Citizen observes: 


The Greater New Yewk means the con- 
version of what is now Brooklyn into the 
chief division of that city. Within our bor~« 
ders in the early’future will be found more 
than half the population of the metropolis, 
and with this accession to our population 
will come the solid consequences of a 
broadly based commercial prosperity. Taxes 
will be diminished, bridges will be’ con- 
structed, the value of property will be 
largely enhanced, the laborer will find the 
demand for his skill and strength aug- 
mented, and the smoke of the factory chim- 
ney will soon be seen ascending from lo- 
calities still given over to agriculture. Nor 
is there anything to be afraid of on. the 
scOre of ‘the character of government. 
Brooklyn will be abler than ever to take 
care of herself. She will confer a blessing 
upon old’ New York by bringing to bear 
upon its administration the forces that 
make this the best conditioned population 
gathered under one municipal authority on 
the American continent, 

This is a hopeful picture and one 
Which shows that Brooklyn has much to 
gain and nothing to lose by consolida- 


tion.

until the Ist pf January, 1898S. In the 
meantime a special commission will be 
appointed to devise h plan of federa- 
tion and this, when accepted, will . be- 
come the charter of the big metropolis. 

With a population of something over 
3,000,0Q0 Greater New York will rank 
next to London in the number of its in- 
habitants and, from a commercial point 
of view, the activities this great 
American city will even rival those of 
the world’s metropolis. 
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Spain’s Queen Regent Makes a Speech. 

Pending the diplomatic correspond- 
ence between the United States and 
Spain, in regard to the two Americans 
Whose sentence of death las been sus- 
pended for the time being, there arises 
a fresh and interesting topic of discus- 
Sion in the recent speech of the queen 
regent, delivered on the opening of the 
Spanish cortes, 

This royal address, which deals ex- 
Clusively with the eondition of affairs 
in Cuba, savors strongly of the midnight 
lamp, and since no mention is made of 
recent events, there is good reason to 
suppose that several weeks have been 
consumed in its preparation. 

But that is a matter of small import 
ance. The most significant feature of 
the queen’s speech is the bold stand 
Which>she takes in the Cuban mutter 
and the resolute tone in which she ex- 
presses her purpose to subdue the in- 
surgents. She says that she intends to 
restore the Spanish voke to her rebel- 
lious colony regardless of the sacrifices 
Which such a policy will entail upou the 
kingdom. But in the next sentence she 
adopts a more conciliatory mood and 
declares that just as soon as this result 
is brought about she intends to show 
the Cubans how pleasant and agreeable 
she can make the yoke of Spanish des- 
potism. 

This is somewhat reassuring, but the 
Cubans will hardly avail themselves of 
the queen's generous offer. 

After reviewing the situation at some 
length the queen says: 

The Spanish nation is not going to be tn- 
different to the future of her sons, mis- 
guided by improvident political ambitions, 
and she will not abandon the mission of 
civilization she has imposed upon herself, 
and which she has to this moment success- 
fully accomplished. Much will she 
deny the rights and advantages demanded 
With reason to these inhabitants of the 
Antilles, who, forming different political 
parties have indignantly condoned from the 
first moment the insurrection, being moral- 
ly and materially by the side of the me- 
tropolis and shedding their blood for her. 
To all of her children Spain will open her 
arms, after her dignity and authority have 
been made safe, and will repeat, when 
necessary, sacrifices which have not been 
equaled by any other nation in America. 

It is perfectly natural for Spain to sup- 
pose that her civilization is necessary to 
Cuba, but in this opinion she wilk hard- 
ly be sustained by the impartial judg- 
ment of mankind. Insteadsof redeeim- 
ing Cuba by a restoration of Spanish 
rule she will only erush to the ground 
the future prospects of that island. Cuba 
knows what Spanish despotism means 
and she knows, too, that her only hope 
of salvation is to overthrow the oppres- 
sive government under which she has 
groaned for three centuries. 

Neurly fifteen months have passed 
since the present revolution. commenced 
in Cuba. The Cubans have mustered 
about 40,000 men, while the Spanish 
troops are nearly four times this num- 
ber, ‘The Spanish have possession of 
the towns and cities, whilé the insur- 
gents occupy the rural districts. Hav- 
ing no seaport or naval forces the 
Cubans are compelled to depend upon 
filibustering expeditions for supplies. 
Within the last few weeks, however, 
arms and ammunition have been re- 
eeived and the insurgents are better 
equipped than at any time since the 
revolution commenced. 

Though weak in point of numbers the 
Cubans have been fired by the spirit of 
freedom and, wherever they have met 
the enemy, they have fought with Spar- 
tan courage. One notable feature of 
this long protracted struggle, which has 
desolated the island from one end _ to 
the other and put a stop to agriculture, 
is the cheerful manner in which the 
natives have. submitted to this severe 
ordeal. No complaint has been made 
and no appeal urged on the part of 
widows and children for a discontinu- 
ance of the struggle. From the present 
indications Cuba will never surrender, 
and if courage is at all prophetic, tri- 
umph will yet perch upon the flag of the 
insurgents. 

At one time Cuba. was willing to ac- 
cept reform, but Spain refused to con- 
sider her demand for such measures as 
would bring about this result. Today 
the demand of Cuba is autonomy and 
she will be satisfied with nothing more 
or less than independence. 

From the attitude which the queen re- 
gent of Spain has. assumed and which 
is met by the Cubans with a correspond- 
ing attitude of defiance, it begins to 
look as if the revolution is destined to 
be a long continued story of blaod. 

Should the United States recognize the 
independence of Cuba the revolution 
would doubtless come to a speedy close, 
but as yet there has been no disposition 
on the. part of the executive to declare, |

But if. as the “comic” editor says, sil- 
ver bullion will he worth no more in 
gold after the mints are open to it than 
it now what benefit will the silver 
mine owners get ot of it? 

The editor, fearing that somebody 
will take him seriously, goes on to re- 
mark: “This country never had bimetal- 
lism until now.” In other words, the 
less a thing weighs, the heavier it is.

More Figures. 

‘We referred yesterday to the attempt 
of The New York World to show that 
the recent rise in the price of cotton is 
due to the beneficent influence of the ; 
single gold standard. We disposed of 
that fallacy, and had no occasion to re- 
fer to the vast array of facts that sup- 
port the contentions of those who favor 
the restoration of silver. 

As The Constitution has shown in 
these columns, there was a tumble in 
prices, followed by a financial panic in 
1873. when silver was demonetized. 
Prices continued to fall until the passage 
of- the Bland-Allison coinage law, and 
although the additions to our currency 
were but $24,000,000 a year prices began 
to rise and business to improve. By 
1890 prices had risen 12 per cent. 

In 1885 tae farmers of the south raised 


is. 
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la crop of eotton amounting to about 
seven million bales—3,182,350,531 pounds 
to be exact, the figures being taken from 
the reports of the department of agricul- 
ture. It is estimated that the crop now 
quoted ijn the market will reach seven 
million bales. Now, if the single gold 
standard had raised prices the crop that 
has just been marketed would have sold 
for more than the crop of 1885, which 
was sold right under the shadow of sil- 
ver, so to speak. As a matter of fact, 

the crop of 1885 sold for 11 cents a 
pound on the market, and the farmers 
received about 10 cents for it. .They 
have been compelled to sell the crop of 
1895-96 for about 6% cents a pound on 
the farm, and now, when the crop year 
lacks only three months and a half of 
closing, cotton is selling for only 73-8 
a pound in Atlanta, and it is about all 
out of the hands of the original pro- 
ducers, 

Under the circumstances, the farmers 
of Georgia are obliged to see that some- 
thing is wrong somewhere.. They are 
obliged to see that the trouble lies in 
the contraction of the currency brought 
about by the infamous measures taken 
to maintain the British gold standard.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 
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T.ast week a miser died in the state of 
Ind'ana. After his death his clothes were 
carefully searched for the purpose of pre- 
serving any relics which he nright have 
carried about with him. His clothes were 
as filthy and ragged as those of a tramp. 
Sewed on the inside of his vest the sum of 
$7,245 was discovered in greenbacks. AS 
soon as this discovery was made some 
one remembered that during his illness 
he had refused to permit any one to touch 
his clothes. and that he had frequently 
slept in his vest. Searching further they 
found a number of small sacks which ¢on- 
tained $1,600 in gold. Some of the sacks 
were so decayed that when discovered they 
were just about to fall to pieces. Among 
the gold coins were several that were 
bright and shiny, as if they had just come 
from the mint, but which were found on 
close examination to be twenty years old. 
It is supposed that the mriser had carried 
this money on his person for years and 
vears. After searching his pants other 
small pieces of money were found, and af- 
ter summing up the total of all these dis- 
coveries it was found that he had $9,240.10 
on his person at the time of his death. 
A subsequent investigation disclosed the 
fact that he was worth somewhere in the 
neighborhood of $100,000. He never spoke 
of himself or any of his relatives. Even 
those who lived near him were ignorant 
of his wealth and supposed him to be 
simply a queer old man.

DELEGATES MAY GO 10 SAVANNAH 


Commissioner Harry Stockdell’s Bar- 
becue Was a Genuine Treat to 
the Visitors. 


The second day’sS session of the conven- 
tion of chiefs of police was the occasion for 
more ‘“‘spell-binding’’ oratory than the 
protectors of the law have ever indulged 
in before. 

The great fight of the day occurred over 
the adoption of a set of resolutions pro- 
viding for the establishment of a central 
bureau of identification for crimina§ in 
Washington. 

All of the delegates were unanimously 
of the opinion that the bureau was neces- 
sary, but there was a great divergence of 
views as to the proper way of dividing the 
expense of its establishment between the

police authorities of the different cities. 
The committee, which has the considera- 
tion of the matter, reported in favor of 
dividing the expense equally between all 
of the members of the association or rather 
between the cities which the members rep- 


resented. 

Captain Wittman, of San Francisco, led 
the opposition to this plan and argued that 
the division of the expense should be made 
pro rata according to the population of the 
cities interested, saying that it was unfair 
to assess Los Angeles, or Terre Haute, or 
any of the other smaller cities interested in 
the movement, the same amount as New 
York, Chicago and Philadelphia. 

Chief Frey, of Baltimore, led the other 
side in support of the committee’s report 
and insisted that the smaller cities, if any- 
thing, should pay more than the larger 
cities because they did not supply the in- 
formation bureau with one-tenth of the in- 
formation that the largest cities did, and 
received more than their share by having 
accession to all the information supplied 
on equal footing with New York and Chi- 
cago, i 

The final vote resulted in a victory for the 
division according to the pro rata scheme, 
so that the larger the city the greater the 
expense it will have to hear. 

During the vigorous discussion that took 
Place over the question before it was de- 
cided, nearly every chief in the convention 
hall took occasion to prove that he was an 
orator as well as a protector of the peace, 
and there was a great deal of eloquent de- 
bating. 

William J. McKelvey, superintendent of 
the Brooklyn police force, delivered the 
principal address of the ‘day. It was the 
feature of the day’s proceedings. 


McKelvey’s Splendid Address. 

Superintendent McKelvey said: 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen—In accept- 
ing the invitation of our worthy president 
to deliver an address relating to police 
work, I find myself in rather an embar- 
rassing position. It is puzzling to know 
just what would be of. interest to say to 
a body of men occupying places similar to 
that which I hold, and al! engaged in com- 
paratively the same character of work. I 
fear that a relation of my personal expe- 
rience of thirty years as a police officer in 
all grades in New York and Brooklyn—sev- 
en of those years under the old Metropoli- 
onl apg of New York—might to vou. 

lemen, prove net only interesting 
decidediy © nnd ly unintere sting but 

“Police work is a necessity. no P - 
der conditions of the most complete civilize: 
tion, but as we find hy investigation in 
barbaric countries. The professions of 
medicine and law are necessities under 
modern conditions, and, indeed these hon- 
orable occupations are of ancient origin 
but I think we can say with some truth 
that the work of the policeman antedated 
that of the doctor and the lawver. Ours is 
an ancient and honorable profession. The 
tailor, as you know, begins his genealogical 
tree with Adam as the root, for when ovr 
great ancestor made a fig leaf for Eve it 
was the first instance wh‘ch we have of a 
clothier’s presence on the face of the earth 
But the policeman followed close on the 
heels of the tailor, and if you will pardon 
what may seem to you a bit of irrever- 
ance, he was not of the earth, earthy like 
Adam, but had an angelic origin. "Were 
mot the cherubims with flaming sword 
who kept guard over the gates of Eden 
wth instructions not to let Adam -and 
Eve pass in again, divinely commissioned 
noelicemven? Maybe all this has nothing to 
qo with my subject and the modern pol'ce- 
man, but I think it has. These are days 
when crests and armorial ings seem 


to count for something with us ‘in the 
new work. 


The Policeman’s Ancestry. 

“It ig always interesting -to trace one’s 
ences -and we of the police depart- 
ments have a direct line that we are not 

ed of. We have not been the dis- 
turbers om the earth’s surface. Our mis- 
son has been that of peace—and we'll 
have it, too, if we have to club a head 
off, Adam and Eve were wise when 
they kept out of reach of the flaming 
swords. It would not have been ‘the 
angels were compelled to use their 
weapons and Adam and Eve escaped with 
@ slight scalp wound,’ as the police re- 
turns nowadays put it when a man is 
laid up in the hospital with a blow from a 
club. The siword would have proven a 
more efficient weapon of destruction than 
the chub. 

“The Chinese had policemen thousands 
of years ago and the paace guardians of 
those days hed an: extremely hazardous 
task. Petty larceny meant death to the 
culprit and thie prisoner teok large 
chances to escape when caught. Even to- 
day in China the policeman has no s‘ne- 
cure. His head is chopped off if he fails 
in his duty and it, is mo easy work to 
catch a Chinese burgkir. That worthy, if 
he is at all a star in his profession, de- 
nudes himself of every stitch of clothing 
and smears himself with grease before he 
starts out on ae thieving expedition. I 
wonder what one of our modern, up-to- 
date pohicamen would do if he were asked 
to capture such @ malefactor. The boy 
at the country fa'r with a greased p'g 
would have what is vulearly known as ‘a 
picnic’ compared with the policeman who 
had such a customer in band. 

Modern and Ancient Police Work. 

“How changed is the work of the 
polkceman in these later days of tele- 
graph, teiephone and a thousand and one 
apmliances of that marvelous force, elec- 
tricity! When I first became a policeman, 
and thirty years is not so long ago, the 
work was vastly different. Nobody dream- 
ed of telephones and patrol wagons then. 
Posts were three times as long as they 
are now in the cities and an officer was 
forced to lug his ‘tipsy prisoner on a 
wheelbarrow for miles sometimes to the 
Station. Now under the approved meth- 
ods the division of labor system holds 
good. A policeman takes his prisoner to 
the nearest patrol box, a few blocks at 
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the farthest, presses a button, says a 
word or two through the telephone and in 
a jiffy the patrol wagon with two men 
as a crew is at his service. In Brooklyn 
we are making the roundsmen keep track 
of their men through the patro) boxes. It 
is more sure, it seems tome, than the old 
System of going the ‘rounds.’ While I 
am in this branch of the tapic which 
has been assigned to me I might say that 
in every Way the police force has Kept 
abreast of the march of progress. 

“How different are the sanitary condi- 
tions of the police stations for example. 
Prisons and lodging roams were located in 
the cellars, policemen slept in rooms poor- 
ly ventilated, the beds so close together as 
to compel the weary officer to creep over 
the foot rests. They were forced to sieep 
in an atmosphere poisoned with the rank- 
est efiuvyia from the cells and lodging 
rooms. How changed are the conditions 
now. We have in Brooklyn about thirty 
police stations, accommodating a force 
of nearly nineteen hundred nolicemen, 

An Up-to-Date Station House. 

‘Their sle>ping rooms are spacious, clean 
and well ventilated. Most of the houses 
are new and built on plans approved by 
the health department, with a cubic aur 
space which guarantees a supply of whole- 
some air to every man. The prisons are 
distinct from the main building and the 
men’s quarters are equipped with plunge 
and shower baths, lavatories and other 
conveniences of tirst-closs hotels. The 
municipality does not lose by this generos- 
ity to the men. These improvements have 
caused a positive gain to the city and a 
decrease of sickness. There is a falling off 
of 60 per cent in sick leave now. 

“TIT have already spoken about the patrol 
Wagon service, but you will pardon me if 
I refer to ie again, as I do not think we 
can over estimate its value. Since the ad- 
vent of the patrol wagon the once not in- 
frequent clubbing by policemen is almost 
a thing of the past. The policeman is no 
longer required to pull and haul his pris- 
oner through the public streets, collecting 
a rabble on the way. The mob in the old 
days derided and exasperated the officer to 
such a degree that he frequently lost both 
temper and judgmeht and then somebody 
was clubbed. The wagon is a boon to the 
prisener. He is not marched through the 


street to the court next morning, but is | 


taken as privately as possible to the mag- 
istrate. 
Schcoling New Policemen. 


“The up-to-date police force has a schoo] 
of instruction for the young patrolman with 
an experienced officer, an inspector, us- 
ually, as the class leader. The noviates (we 
have a probationary period of six months 
in Brooklyn before a man can become a 
fulifiedged policeman) are instructed in the 
laws governing arrests, city ordinances, the 
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rules of the department, military drill and 
personal deportment. When we turn a 
young man out he is a full graduate in 
all these studies and as a rule we have 
no turther trouble with him. He is in- 
structed in a general way that it is his 
duty to prevent offenses against the law, 
to prevent caamaties as far as possoble. 
The prevention of epidemics, as Bentham 
teaches, is another of the duties of police- 
men as far as lies in his power. But it 
would be hard to say where 
duties of an officer begin and where they 
end.-. There is no department of the gov- 
ernment more necessary; the preservation 
of the peace and the safety of personal 
property are the foundation stones of all 
successful governments. 

“How important it is that our police 
forces should be as near perfection as pos- 
sible, In my opinion a police department 
to be effective should have a life tenure 
and the rank and file should be governed 
by strict discipline. Civil service can do 
little toward selecting or defining the 
requisite qualifications beyond establish- 
ing the general intelligence of the appli- 
cant. It would be almost impossible to 
suggest any method that could be applied 
as a test to prove a man's fitness for po- 
lice or detective work. Experience is an 
infallible test after all. 

Care in Making Promotions. 

“Great care should be exercised in pro- 
motions. A man’s record shoull count 
for more than anything else in his selec- 
tion for promotion. Political pull should 
have nothing to do with it. We should 
never lose sight of the important fact that 
we are the servants, not the masters of 
the law-abiding portion of the community. 
We must insist on our subordinates main- 
taining in their ordinary intercourse with 
the public a civil and polite demeanor, Po- 


‘ 


liteness pays and costs nothing. ‘I would | 


say to you, superintendents and chiefs, im- 
press upon your patrolmen the fact that 
each has a responsibility as great as your 
own, 
this fact. -The people are quick to appre- 
ciate good police work. ‘Get on good terms 
with the public, beneficial legislation will 
be a logical result. : 

“The public and police have usually work- 
ed hand in hand. They know that we watch 
while they. sleep, and in the larger cities 
we have been liberally dealt with. The 
patroiman of today differs so much from 
the patrolman of forty years ago that the 
body politic can readily appreciate the 
result of its generosity to such an import- 
ant class. Fifty years ago, in New York 
city, we had the old leather heads, so 
called because they wore leather head- 
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gear, similar to a fireman’s helmet, They 
were old men, not fitted to protect the 
public. They were hardly able to protect 
themselves much less the public property. 
They performed very little patrol duty 
but generally occupied watch boxes on 
prominent street corners. It was a com- 
mon practice for hoodlms to organize and 
engage in a night’s sport by upsetting the 
boxes with -the poor old leather heads in- 
side. 
Athletic Policemen. 

‘All this has changed. We have now’ 
lusty athletic young fellows on the police 
force in all the important cities and in 
the smaller towns and greater care Is 
riven to the selection of men 1®r_ police 
duty who are physically equipped for at- 
trition with the rowdy element. 

“You will pardon me, I am sure, if I say 
that Brooklyn has a model force. I have 
been at the head of it only a comparative- 
ly short time, but I would be recreant to 
my duty if I did not testify to the work 
done by my predecessor—one of your for- 
mer members, Mr. Patrick Campbell—in 
making it What it is, When I took charge 
of the departmen€ something like two 
vears ago, I found it in excelent shape. 
We have not enough patrolmen to cover 
the territory. but our system has resulted 
in the effective utilization of the force at 
our disposal. Our total number of patrol- 
men is only 1,875, not many when you 
consider that Brooklyn has a population of 
nearly 1,200,000 and 1,000 miles of streets, 
that it has an area of sixty-six square 
miles. has 150,000 buildings, over 300 miies 
of railroad tracks, is twelve miles long 
and six miles wide, and has a water front 
on the Atlantic ocean and East river of 
forty-one miles. We manage to cover it 
all and preserve tRe peace with remark- 
able success. Our arrests for 189% num- 
bered 45,000, 

Requisites cf an Ideal Policeman. 

“Rnough for our force\in Brooklyn. We 
try to get ideal policemen and in this I 
must sav the civil service authorities en- 
deavor to second our efforts. Just think! 
In the last ¢xamination out of 2,000 com- 
petitors for places on the eligible list, only 
149 men passed. I have heen asked to 
stute what I think are the requisites of an 
ideal policeman. Iipitornized, to my mind 
they are honesty, trithfulness, sobriety, 
courage, intelligence, gocd morals, good 
temper, promptness, impartiality and pleas-- 
ant address. The laws, In my 
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GEORGE M. WIi.LIAMS, San Francisco, 


might be changed to make the working of 
the police fcerce more effective. I believe 
that criminal laws, for example, should be 
uniferm in all the states. Laws relating 
to interstate extradition should be modi- 
fied or abolished and the laws relating to 
requisitions shouvld he so modified that 
time and exvens2 may be saved. 

“Gentlemen of the association, TI have 
attempted as briefiy eas possible to meet 
all requirements of the subject assigned 
to me by our worthy president. A police- 
man should be a better listener than ora- 
tor, but I believe that an interchange of 
experiences in such a bedv as this will be 
heneficial. Thea associaticn meeting an- 
nually in confereace serves a great object. 
Provisions should be made by everv mu- 
nicipality in the country to enable the 
heads of the police force to jein with us 
in these crnual conventions. It is a good 
thing for us to get together and talk over 
our business. It is short, true enough, but 
T can testify to the benefit I find from 
méeting face to face with heads of depart- 
ments of other cities. It becomes a pleas- 
ure as well as a duty for us to write to 
each other throughout the year on oflicial 
business. We know that we are address- 
ing friends and thus the interests of the 
public are better conserved by these an- 
nual gatherings.” 

Committee Report Causcs Discussion. 

Chairman Frev. of the committee ap- 
pointed to consider the advisability of es- 
tablishing a central bureau for identify- 
ing criminals presented the following re- 
port: 

“Your committee appointed to inquire 
into the desirability of establishing a cen- 
tral bureau of identification beg to report 
as follows: 

‘Resolved, That a central bureau for the 
identification of all p?rsons arrested for 
felony, or who may be considered of suf- 
ficient importance as professional crimi- 
nals, and of all convicts, be established in 
the citv of Washington, D. C. 

“Re it further resolved. That all depart- 
ments represented in this convention and 
the authorities of state prisons may be 
eligible to become members of the said 
bureau. 

‘Re it further resolved. That the exfense 
incurred in the establishment and main- 
tenance of said bureau shall be naid bv 
the departments represented therein, each 
to subscribe an equal proportion of the 
amount necessary therefor. 

‘Re it further resolved, That there shal] 
be appointed by the president of this 
convention a bonrd of governors to con- 
sist of five members of this convention 
twvvo of whom shal! serve for a period of 
two vears and three for a term of five 
vears, with fu'l power ft establish and 
manage said bureau, and to appoint a clerk 
and fix his salary, vsafd clerk to have 
charge of all matters relating to securine 
and giving information to the subscribers 
of said bureau subject to the rules estab- 
lished bv the board of goverprors, who 
shall submit an annual report of their 
proceedings to this convention and fill any 
vacancy or vacancies that mey occur during 
a recess thereof. 

*Re it further resmved, That we recom- 
mend to the several: police departments 
represented in this convertion that they 
establish the Bertillon system of identifica- 
tion in their several departments and that 
they hecome members of the central bu- 
reau of ‘dentification. 

“Ba it further resolved, That all mem- 
hers of the central bureau of identifica- 
tion pledge themselves to furnish the bu-

“Be it further resolved, That the bureau 
agrees promptly to furnish all information 
in its possession upon the request of any 
member thereof.

Strong Talks Made by Brainy Manu- 
facturers—Some Important Res- 
oOlutions Passed.

The Southern Textile Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation was organized at the Aragon 
hotel yesterday morning and several ques- 
tions vital to the interest of southern man- 
ufacturers were acted upon. | 

At the convention were some of the 
ablest business men in the south, repre- 
senting nearly all the capital invested in 
cotton mills in the south. Every one pres- 
ent took a deep interest in the meeting, 
and the business of the convention was 
pushed forward very rapidly, though de 
liberately. 

Dr. J. H. McAden was nominated for 
temporary chairman and elected by a unan- 
imous vote. Dr. McAden is one of the 
leading nr.ll men of the state of North 
Carolina, and filled the chair in. an 
manner. Mr. T. H. Martin was nominated 
to the office of temporary secretary and 
elected. 

The meeting was called to order by the 
secretary and there were about fifty prom- 
inent manufacturers in their seats. These 
gentlemen represented the most flourish- 
ing mills of the south. 

The object of the convention was told 
by the secretary in a few chosan words. 
He stated that the need of such an as- 
Sogiation as was the intention of the man- 
ufacturers to organize had long been felt 
in the south. All of the manufacturers, 
he said, are in favor of it. It was some-

‘hing that wil? protect them in a measure, 
‘ause competition between them to cease 
ind nmrake them better able to compete 
with the manufacturers of other countries. 
It would hetp them to-obtain foreign trade 
and in innumerable ways be of great value 
to them. 
Interesting Speeches Made. 

Major Hanson, who was down for the 
first talk, and who was expected to make 
a forcible argument in favor of the as- 
sociation, sent word that he was very 
sick and unable to attend the convention. 
Major Hanson is one of the leading manu- 
facturers of this state, and the talk from 
him was looked forward to with a great 
deal of interest. 

Mr. J. W. Tullis, one of the most prom- 
inent manufacturers of the south, was then 
called on by the chairman and gave a talk 
that was greatly appreciated and loudly 
applauded by the enthusiastic audience. 
Mr. Tullis is thoroughly in favor of the 
formation of the association and was one 
of the hardest workers to that end. He 
believed that such an organization will 
help the textile mranufacturers in many 
different ways. He recognized the fact 
that trade was dul! and that the production 
was far greater than the demand and was 
in favor of taking some means to increase 
the demand. He told of how goods were 
imported by the United States when the 
Same goods could be bought here as 
cheap if not cheaper. 

Colonel Robertson’s Sensible Talk. 

Colonel! J. W. Robertson, one of the lead- 
ing manufacturers of this state, was then 
called on. He stated that he had come 
to the convention more to learn something 
than to offer suggestions. 

“An organization of this kind,” said the 
colonel, “would of course do a vast amount 
of good and the benefits derived from it 
would be innumerable. The most impor- 
tant question before this body is to have an 
association that will meet the approval of 
every one. 

“Some of the mills are in North Caro- 
lina, some in South Carolina and others in 
Georgia. Laws and rules that would suit 
one of them would not suit the other, 
therefore the best thing to do is to ap- 
roint a committee to make the by-laws 
and constitution and make them so that 
they will meet the approval of every one. 
] appreciate the fact that goods are low 
and that the demand for them is very 
small. Some factories are running half 
time, others are running full time and 
losing money. In my own nrills IT run half 
time in the cotton mill and full time in 
the woolen mil}. If there was any way: in 
which I could provide’ for my employes 
I would close dawn the cotton mill-I am 
running, because I do not wish to starve 


those poor ones, though i am ivsing money 


all the time 

“Every person that I employ has been 
with me for a number of years. They are 
good hands; they know me and 1 know 
then. If I were to shut down and turn 
them all loose I would have to start all 
over when | opened up and train in new 
hands. [| would rather lose money and 
keep the old hands. We are. getting no 
more for goods now than when cotton was 
at 54% cents, but the freight on our goods 
is the same. Where we ought to work is 
in getting the railroads to give us some 
advantage. | remember that one 
bought some cotton in Athens, Ga. I paid 
2% cents per hundred pounds on it to my 
that same day cotton was 
for 70 cents a hundred 
fair? Now is the time 
to build a mill. Everything is cheap and 
labor is cheap. But after the mill is 
built there is no denmtand for what it pro- 
duces. These are all questions that we 
can discuss, but when it comes to the stop- 
page of mills that is a question that in- 
dividuals must consider themselves. When 
it would be to the advantage of one man 
to stop his mill it would injure another, 
and I say that each man should judge 
these affairs for himself. 

“It has been said that the farmer should 
reduce the acreage of cotton. If he does, 
how is he going to live? Cotton is the 
only product that he can carry to town 
and get cash for any day in the week. 
He can get rid of his corn by bartering it, 
but what the farmer wants is money,. 

“We are all southern men and have lived

in the south; we are living in the south, 


and we know the south. You know what 
our condition was thirty wears ago. We 
Were devastated by war, and though we 
were ruined we sat down in the ashes of 
our homes and gave ourselves up for lost, 
But look at us today. What is the result 
in 1895? The ten states of the south did 
What? They contributed 30 per cent of the 
exports of this country. And I say that 
no other country has done as much as the 
south in such a short. time. We must 
keep all of the goods here for home con- 
sumption and keep all of the money for 
our Own use and not use it in buying goods 
that we can make at home. That is the 
way to build up a country.” 


Committees Appointed. 

Upon the conclusion of Colonel 
Son's talk Mr. Tullis introduced a 
tion for the appointing of committees on 
constitution and by-laws and for resolu- 
tions. The resolution was as follows: 

“Whereas, It is believed by the South- 
ern textile manufacturers, in convention 
assembied at Atianta, this -13th day of 
May, 1896, that the organization of south- 
ern textile manufacturers’ interests would 
serve advantageously to the wise promo- 
tion of this important branch of indus- 
try; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That this convention under- 
take the organization of a Southern Tex- 
tile Manufacturers’ Association, and that 
to this end the chairman be empowered 
to appoint two committees of five members 
each—one a committee on resolutions and 
the other a committee on constitution and 
by-laws; said committee to report to the 
afternoon session of this convention,” 

Amendment: 

“Be it further resolved, That a third com- 
mittee, having five members, be appointed 
on permanent organization.” 

The resolution with the amendment was 
adopted, and the following gentlemen were 
appointed:

Other Addresses. 

Mr. W. R. Tuttle, of Knoxville, Tenn., 
was then called on by the chairman to 
give a talk. 

“My idea is,’’ said Mr. Tuttle, “that we 
should have a business organization and I 
telieve that much good could be done By 
one of that kind. A committee on freights 
could accomplish a great amount of good. 
While each mill alone could do nothing 
toward getting justice at the nands of the 
railroad companies. Then there is the 
express ccm pany. We have only one to 
patronize and patronize it

freely, paving 
whatever they may demand, and sometimes 
they are enormous, 

“We could go to work and have congress 
appoint a secretary of manufacturers and 
could co-operate with other organizations 
to bring about such a state of affairs. We 
are in our infancy here and should form 
the organization strictly on a business 
basis.” 

Mr. D. A. Tompkins, 
gave a few ideas on the subject under 
discussion. Mr. Tompkins said that it 
was hard to say in what direction the or- 
ganization would do the most good, He 
thought that it would be best to first or- 
ganize the association and then bring the 
questions before it. lie was in favor of 
the association advocating a better system 
of technical education. 

Mr. S .A. Bloomfield was the next speak- 
er. “The keynote of the whole business,” 
said he, “is to get our goods carried to 
the end of the world. That's what we 
must labor for. I don’t care where we 
labor—in congress or in the state legis- 
lature, I believe in sending our goods to 
other countries and letting them send 
theirs here. What is the good of keeping 
our-goods here if we can’t sell them.” 

The Afterncon Session. 

The afternoon session wus very lively, 
and* any number of speeches were made. 
The president’s gavel was used extensive- 
ly during the session, and some times to 
no avail. 

The meeting was called to order promptly 
at 2:30 o’chock, and every member was in 
his seat. The committees appointed at the 
morning session made their reports. 

The committee on constitution and 
laws was the first to report. The constitu- 
tion, a lengthy paper, was read, amended 
and adopted. The by-laws went by the 
same road, and the convention was ready 
to hear from the committee on resolutions. 

This committee advised the appointing of 
a committee for the purpose of endeavoring 
to interest all southern textile manufactur- 
ers in this organization. They also advised 
that the home market be retained and be 
supplied by home products, and that reci- 
procal trade relations between the United 
States and other foreign countries. be de- 
veloped and extended. They recommended 
that the commerce of this country be car- 
ried by ships sailing under the flag of the 
United States. The matter of freight rates 
was dealt with, and the association ad- 
vised to consider that question. They 
further recommended that it would be of 
benefit to the association to ask congress 
to establish a bureau of information of 
the textile manufacturers of the United 
States, ‘ 

Officers Elected. 

The committee on permanent organization 
submitted the following list of officers 
nominated by them: :

Mr. T. H. Martin, the sec- 
retary of the new association and one of 
hardest workers for the advancement 
of it, gave a talk that was greatly appreci- 
ated hy those present.

“The manufacturers of cotton goods in 
this country are today facing some serious 
problems, Market conditions for the past 
four months luve been anything but satis- 
factory. Indeed, the manager who has con- 
tinued operations during that time without 
ectual loss is due the congratulations of his 
brother mill men, and if such a man can be 
found I have no doubt that he could ar- 
range, at bis own terms. for the manage- 
ment of many mills that are represented 
here tonight. 

“Tt must be admitted that the outlook 
just at present is not altogether a rosy ore, 
i do not speak as an alarmist, but I have 
endeavored to reach my conclusions from 
un entirely unbiasel view of the situation, 
and 1 believe vou will bear me cut In saying 
that some radical change must take place 
very soon, else n heavy percentage of our 
mills must stop work indefinitely. Contin- 
vation of present conditions will rorce them 
to such action. 

“What is to be done? Surely we are not 
willing to confess that: the manufacture of 
cotton in this country has reached its lim- 
it, yet it is quite apparent that the output 
of our mills exceeds the marxet demand. 


Notwithstanding this, the construction of 
new mills continues, and there is hardly a 
town in the south today “hat is without a 
mill in course of construction cr else is 
moving heaven and earth to bring rbout 
such a condition. With the product of these 
new mills added to our already apparent 
over production, what is to become cf us? 
Is it apparent that the consumption of cot- 
ton goods will increase sufficientiy to ab- 
sorb the present possible output of our 
milis? Admitting this, 1 may ask what is 
to become of the product of the new mills? 
‘there is no getting away from the true sta- 
tus of the situation. We must extend our 
markets, else the manufacture of cotton in 
this.country has reached its liralt for years 
to ccme. 

‘Why should we not extend cur markets? 
Europe takes our new cotton, spins it, and 
finds a market that keeps busy nearly 
73,000,000 spindles. 

“We are operating in such a_ limited 
market that the product of our 15,000,000 
spinates scervmulates in warehouses and 
foes begsing for bidders. We produce two- 
thirds of the world’s cotton, and then let 
Eecygpe control its marketing. Indeed, Eu- 
rope marketed in the United States dur- 
inxs the twelve menths:s ending June 8, 
1895, nearly. $24,000,000) worth of manu- 
factured cctton goods. Pretty shrewd trad- 
ing, that, for John Bull and his neigh- 
bers. The impudence of this transaction 
is not equaled elsewhere in our commercial 
relations with foreign countries. |

“During the year 1880 Africa took from 
the’ countries named manufactured cot- 
ton goods to the valuation of a little 
more than $11,000,000.

“The grand total is a valuation of $134,- 
394,426 of manufactured cotton goods im- 
ported annually by the countries named. 
Of this magnificent sum the United States 
Captures a paltry $7,078,068, or considerably 
less than one-third of the valuation of the 
cotton goods that Europe actually markets 
in the United States every year. Comment 
is useless. 

“A committee has been sent to Japan With 
instructions to study industrial conditions 
in that country. Is is said that Japan is 
to become an important factor in the man- 
ufacturing world, and that she will com- 
pete with our manufacturers for the trade 
of the United States. Another committee 
as been sent to Venezuela for the purpose 
of negotiating with the government of that 
republic for certain concessions in favor 
of American manufactures. This mission 
has been successful and its success means 
much for the progress of our commercial 
relations with that country. Still another 
committee has beén sent to Mexico for the 
purpose of investigating industrial condi- 
tions and possibilities in that country. On 
July Ist another committee will leave New 
York under commission from the national 
association to make a three months’ tour 
of study and negotiation in South American 
republics. 

“There is no class of manufacturers in 
the United States that should feel so keen 
an interest as the southern cotton manu- 
facturers in the success of the work un- 
dertaken by the National Association of 
Manufacturers, for it is the class of goods 
generally made in the south that are most 
wanted in the countries in which the na- 
tional association is now operating. I ap- 
peal to you to give the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers the moral and ma- 
terial support that it deserves and needs 
in order that the work so splendidly inau- 
gzurated may be so continued until the 
American manufacturer is master of the 
world’s markeis.” 

Mr. Edward H. Sanborn, the representa- 
tive of the National Manufacturers’ <As- 
sociation, Was present, and gave a splen- 
did talk. Mr. Sanborn’s talk dealt with 
the work that has been done by the Na- 
tional association. He gave some interest- 
ing facts, and showed how little of the 
trade of other countries the United States 
has. 

A resolution was then introduced to co- 
operate wth the National association. 
There was a great deal of discussion on 
this point, and the convention adjourned 
for ten minutes in order that all present 
might sign the membership certificate and 
become members of the association. This 
being done, the work continued, and the 
resolution once more placed in the hands 


of the secretary. 
The resolution was introduced by Dr. 
Tompkins, and was as follows: 

‘‘Resolved, That a committee of five be 
appointed to co-operate with the National 
Association of Manufacturers and also with 
the New England Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion in’ matters pertaining to the extension 
of American trade, and in other matters 
pertaining to American textile interests.’’ 

The. resolution was adopted and a com- 
tee appointed. 

Numerous Resolutions. 

The rest of the meeting was confined al- 
most entirely to the adoption of resolu- 
tions. The following was introduced by Mr. 
J. J. Hooker: 

“Resolved, That the executive committee 
be requested to consider the division of the 
Southern Textile Manufacturers’ Associa- 
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tion into groups for the purpose of enlarg- 
ing the sphere for its usefulmess, and to 
provide for the calling together of any one 
group upon the application off——- members 
of said greup.” 

After a great deal of discussion, the res- 
olution was passed. 

B* Mr. Oppenheimer: 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
association that production be at once cur- 
tailed. ang in order to carry out this idea, 
that the chair appoint a special committee 
of nine, whose duty is shall be to at once 
correspond with all southern mills with 
that purpose in view, and to call a meeting 
of all southern mills at as early a date as 
possible to consider and take action on the 
curtailment of the production.” 

Any number of speeches were made on 
this question, but the resolution was final- 
ly passed on a rising vote. 


No Gold for Them. 
Mr. T. P. Ivy, of this city, intrcduced a 


Tesolution expressing the sentiment of the 
convention as be'ng in favor of the single 


£0ld standard. This resolut'on was quickly 
put on the table, the association not desir- 
ing to declare itself politically. The reso- 
lution was afterwards destroyed. It will 
be the policy of the association not to have 
any politics brought in it and each member 
will be allowed to vote as he pleases. 

The following resolution concerning the 
Chicago exposition was passed: 

‘“‘Whereas, It is the belief of this conven- 
tion that the exhibit of southern resources 
and products to be made at Chicago by the 
Southern States Exposition Company is a 
most practical form of advertising, and, 

“Whereas, We believe that on account of 
this advertisement textile products of the 
south should command a much larger sale 
than at present, and thus aid to relieve the 
condition of large stocks and short time: 
be it 

“Resolved, That this movement is in- 
dorsed by the textile manufacturers here 
assembled, and the individual members of 
the association through their state organi- 
zation are asked to aid in any way possi- 
ble the Southern States Exposition Com- 
pany to make effective and complete the 
display of our products at Chicago.”’ 

This resolution was passed by a unani- 
mous vote. 

They Receive Invitations. 

An invitation from Captain Lyman Hall, 
the president of the Georgia School of 
Technology, was received and read. The 
invitation requested the association to visit 
the school and go through it and see what 
advancement had been made in this state in 
the direction of technical education. Cap- 
tain Hall was given a vote of thanks. 

The driving club extended to the members 
an invitation to visit the clubhouse at any 
time during their stay in the city. Another 
invitation was received asking them to at- 
tend a dinner at Lithia Springs. This invi- 
tation could not be accepted, but a vote of 
thanks was given. 

To Reduce Production. 

Immediately after the adjournment of the 

association the colored goods manufactur- 
ers of the south met together to discuss 
the question of closing down their mills. It 
was moved by W. J. Kincaid and unani- 
mously adopted that the colored goods mills 
of the south curtail production not less 
than one-third during the months of June, 
July and August, and that George A. Me- 
bane be appointed chairman of the commit- 
tee to secure the enforcement of this reso- 
lution, 
At the Banquet. 
One of the most delicious banquets that 
ever been served in this city was 
spread out before the manufacturers iast 
night at the Aragon and they did it full 
justice. The menu was complete in every 
detail. 

oe addresses were made by a few of 
those present but they had finished all 
business of the day and entered in upon the 
banquet with a view to pleasure only. A 
most enjoyable time was had by all pres- 
ent and every one voted it a grand success. 
Most of the manufacturer, leave today and 
they are elated over the success of the or- 
ganization of the association.

Preparing for the Organization of the 
Marietta and North Georgia. 


ATLANTA’S SUPPORT NEEDED 


No Money Is Asked for, but the Little 
Road Wants the People To 
Help It. 


- 


“If Atlanta will give us proper moral sup- 
port, the,Marietta and North Georgia will 
come into the city,’’ said Mr. Newman Erb 
last night. 

Mr. Erb came in yesterday and registered 
at the Aragon. He is the active man in the 
recent purchase of the Marietta and North 
Georgia railroad. 

“T came her to attend some preliminary 
work connected with the organization of 
the company. It has to be’ organized in 
Georgia and Tennessee. When that is at- 
tended to we will make the necessary pey- 
ments and take possession of the property. 
The money is arranged for. We had many 
obstacles, but we are winning gradually.” 

Mr. Erb went on to say that the Marietta 
and North Georgia will desire track facili- 
ties from Marietta into Atlanta over the 
Western and Atlantic. If that cannot be 
had a line will be built in here from Ma- 
rietta. Atlanta’s trade bodies, the cham- 
ber of commerce for one, can help the road 
to get track facilities if they will take an 
interest in the matter. 

Mr. Erb says that he had a promise from 
Major T. W. Thomas, president of 
Nashvine, Chattanooga and St. Louis, once, 
but it was withdrawn. Mr. Erb is of the 
opinion that the Southern railway and the 
Louisville and Nashville have been fighting 
the syndicate which bought the Marietta 
and North Georgia. He says that he has 
positive proof that a high official of the 
Louisville and Nashville has tried to taffle 
the syndicate. The Louisville and Nash- 
ville and the Southern appear to have par- 
celed out the southern territory between 
themselves, he remarked. Their relations 
are decidedly harmonious. ‘‘They are going 
to control rates and Atlanta is one city 
which is almost bottled up by the two great 
systems. The State road and the Seaboard 
Air-Line are the only two which are not 
controlled by one or both of the great sys- 
tems. When the Marietta and North Geor- 
gia comes in Atlanta will-have another out- 
let to the west at Knoxville,’’ says Mr. Erb. 
He believes the Marietta and North Georgia 
is a good property, and he thinks it will 
pay. Mr. Erb leaves today.

Hiran Middlebrooks spent a restless day 
in jail yesterday. 

When the door was locked and _ bolted 
upon him night before last he retired to his 
ceil with the expectation that a bond would 
easily be secured by his friends, and that 
he would be given his liberty yesterday 
morning. 

Such was not the case, however, and the 
disaftpointment in securing the bond seem- 
ed to weigh upon his mind and give him 
great annoyance during the day. 

Many of his friends called during the 
morning, but he was given sympathy when 
Me desired bondsmen. He _ received his 
friends cordially, bwt his coninement and 
the failure to give bord was frequently re- 
ferred to by him. 

“T have not given up hepe by any sneans,” 
said he late yesterday afternoon, “but T am 
disappointed that I have not been able to 
give bond. When I was arrested [ did not 
think I would have the least trouble to get 
a good bondsman, but I have not vet been 
snecesstul. I hope to get out tomorrow, 
and then I think I can settie up what I] 
owe.”’

For information it was Warned vesterday 
that Middlebrooks had been cverdrawn at 
several places in the city, but that ail in- 
debtedness had been secured and all parties 
excert Mr. Reed, the prosecutor in the 
present case, were amply secured. 

“I am straight with the banks,”’ said Mid- 
dliebronks yesterday, “and -vhen this mat- 
ter charged by Mr. Reod is seitied, I will 
be free from all acts that could be con- 
strued to be of a criminal nature. 

“All that I desire is .n opportunity to 
raise the money to cover the notes of Mr. 
Reed, and when this is done, a]! will be sct- 
tled. I hope to give bond bv toniorrow, snd 
then I feel confident that I can inake a set- 
tiement.”’ 

Speculation Brought Ruin. 

The report that Middlebreoks had squan- 
dered a fortune upon a woman of the tcwn 
was strenuously denied by h'm in an in- 
terview with a represen-ative of The Con- 
stitution. 

“Just how my ma@pey went, 
know,’ he said, ‘“‘but went. Eome of it 
I used to settle up eld debts; same was 
spent with the boys, and the remainder 
went into speculation. 

“I bought stocks and honds which I fail- 
ed to realize upon, and this is ‘he story. 
When I used the notes 9° Mr. Peed as se- 
curity for mine, [ had litle idea that I 
would not be able to pay my note when it 
was due. I never dreamed of atiything com- 
ing to this,’’ and he look:d it the strong 
iron bars and dingy cell walis as if he 
thoroughly realized his con«ci*tion, 

“When I saw that [ could not meet my 
note, J did everything possife that could be 
done. I offered my Inman pa’k lots at a 
song, but could not find anySody who Want- 
ed to buy. Other property wes offered ata 
sacrifice, but here again I met with failure 
to raise any money. 

“Seeing that the note wcuild fall due and 
be unpaid, I held a conference with Mr. 
Reed, and told him that I would go to work 
and earn the money before he should lose a 
cent, but here again I was turned down, 
and now he has placed me in jail, where 
I cannot earn a nickel, If I could get around 
I believe I would raise the full amount and 
have the matter settled.”’ 

Middiebrooks stated that the statement in 
regard to Mr. Reed having paid him any 
money on the notes now held by the Fideli- 
ty bank was untrue,°and that the notes 
were not paid by Mr. Reed to him. 

Burned Money with Matches. 

Middlebrooks says he does not know 
where his money went, but that it rapidly 
slipped between his fingers until he saw he 
Was penniless. 

He said there was no truth in the report 
that he squandered the whole amount on a 
woman of the town, but that he spent the 
money in various ways, not knowing where 
his career was leading him until he awoke 
to the fact that he had squandered it all 
and was without money. 

“If I could have realized upon my invest- 
ments all would have been well, One thing 
led to another, and before I knew it I was 
out of funds and the note at the Bank of 
the State of Georgia was due and I could 
not meet it. I have not intended to do 
anything of a criminal nature, and my ar- 
rest Was a surprise to me.” 

Middlebrooks says he had every opportu- 
nity to escape, but never desired to do so, 
He acknowledged making a mistake in 
leaving the city, but said he did so as he 
was without a job and had no money, and 
jusi wanted to try his luck elsewhere. 

He played the races in New Orleans, won 
and then lost. He went from that city to 
Nashville, and then returned to Atlanta 
Thursday night, leaving Sunday for Hamil- 
ton, the home of his aged father. 


The Arrest in LaGrange. 

“I was in my, room at the hotel in La- 
Grange,’’ said he, ‘“‘when Mr. Reed called 
before day and demanded a settlement. 
With him was an officer, and the officer 
had a warrant for my arrest.

ORDERS ARE OUT 
FOR STATE CAMP 


The Adjutant General Outlines the 
Encampment Programme. 


| HOW THEY WILL GO INTO CAMP 


Atlanta Soldiers Will Go in the Second 
Week. 


LIEUTENANT BROWN INSPECTOR GENERAL 


Orders Will Be Issued to the Militia 
This Morning—Text of the 
Paper. 


The general orders for the Georgia Vol- 
unteers- to go into camp at Camp Northen 
jeft the adjutant general's office yesterday, 
and on June $%th the big encampment of 
1896 will be formally opened. 

The Atlanta boys go during the second 
week of the encampment, from June 16th 
to June £2d, inclusive. Along with the Fifth 
will be the First batallion of i.fantry. The 
Seccnd and Fourth regiments go into camp 
the first weck, from the 9th to the loth of 
June. 

The orders will be of interest to all the 
military boys. Some of their provisions are 
said to be a little more strict than on 
former occasions. Another feature of in- 
terest is a raise in pay. Privates will re- 
ceive 75 cents per diem. 

The full text of the order issued yester- 
day by Adjutant General John Mcintosh 
Kell is as follows: 


“State of Georgia, Adjutant General's Of- 
fice, Atlanta, Mey 11, 1896.—General Orders, 
No. 7.—1. The annual camp of instruction 
for the following commands of the Georgia 
Volunteers will be held from June 9th to 
June 22d, inclusive, at Camp Northen, Grif- 
fin, in the following order: 8 

“First tour of duty, from Tuesday, June 
9th, to Monday, June 15th— 

‘The Second regiment of infantry. 

‘The Fourth regiment of infantry. 

“Second tour of duty, from Tuesday, June 

. to Monday June 22d— 
(“irst battalion of infantry. 
Kirst batallion of infantry. 

The average number of officers, enlist- 
ed men and cooks (two of the latter to the 
company) allowed to attend camp in each 
company its fixed at forty. This aver.ge is 
the maximum limit for regiments and bat- 
talions. Upon this basis the maximum ag- 
gregate number of ccmpany officers, enlist- 
ed men, and cooks of the several conimands 
authorized to attend will be the following. 

“The Second regiment, ten companies, not 
exceeding 400. 

“The Fourth regiment, seven companies, 
not exceeding 280. 

“The Fifth regiment, 
not exceeding 440, 

“One machine gun battery, 
ing 20. 

“One signal corps, not exceeding 12. 

“One band, not exceeding 21. 

“The First battalion, four companies, not 
exceeding 160. 

‘These figures do not include field, stat 
and non-commissioned staff officers. 

“Regimental commanders will fix the 
number of men to accompany their respec- 
tive companies. 

“3. Only regularly enlisted men will be al- 
lowed to attend the encampment. 

‘4. Enlisted men who cannot attend the 
encampment for at least five consecutive 
days will not be taken with their com- 
mards, and per diem will not be paid to 
those serving less than five davs unless 
called away by urgent reasons, approved 
by proper authority. 

‘S. Men who ate physically unfit. for 
military duty will not be taken to camp. 

‘6. Officers-elect, but not duly commis- 
sioned, will not attend camp. Enlisted 
men, who have been elected officers but 
not commissioned, can attend only as en- 
listed men. 

‘7. Any command under orders for camp 
who fails to report for duty will be dis- 
banded unless satisfactory reasons are 
given for such failure. 

‘‘S. Officers, enlisted men and the au- 
thorized cooks will be paid a per diem of 
seventy-five cents in lieu of pay and com- 
mutation of rations. Per diem is limited 
to seven days. 

“9. Two cooks will be allowed each regi-. 
mental and battalion field and staff mess, 
provided such mess is. maintained. 

‘10. Horses at the encampment will be 
provided by the post quartermaster for 
the following officers only: 

“The post conmtmander, 
eral, post quartermaster and post 
tant. 

‘11. Transportation for troops, the au- 
thorized cooks, and baggage, will be fur- 
nished by the quartermaster general, to

Upon the termination of the en- 
campment post surgeons will submit, 
through their respective post commanders, 
a report of their tour of duty to the sur- 
geon general. 

‘18. Medical officers attached to the or- 
ganizations detailed for canfp duty who 
may be unable to attend the encampment 
will, upon receipt of this order, report 
the fact to the surgeon general, who will 
submit the names of other medical of- 
ficers for this duty. At least two medical 
officers will be present during each tour 
of duty. 

‘19. The surgeon general will send to 
this office as foon as possible the names of 
a suitable number of members of the 
hospital and ambulance corps for duty at

IN HIS OLD CHURCH. 
Dr. Hawthorne Preached at the First 
Baptist Last Night. 


Dr, J. B. Hawthorne filled his old pulpit 
at the First Beptist church last night. 

The occasion was a very solemn one. 
Quite a number of persons were present to 
be baptized, many of whom had for a long 
time sat under Dr. Hawthorne’s ministry, 
and who have been converted under the 
recent religious rivival in Atlanta, 

Dr. Hawthorne chose for his text the 
theme of the besetting sin. He said that 
the young Christian who started out in his 
Christian career with the idea that he had 
an easy time before him was mistaken. It 
Was a difficult thing to be a Christian in 
the true meaning of the term. The dan- 
ger of worldly-minded companions sur- 
round them on all sides. The proverb that 
“evil communications corrupt good man- 
ners’’ was strongly in force, and only that 
one who walked through the world with 
the sword of the gospel in hand could pre- 
vail against the attacks of the evil one, 
which would beset him on every side. No 
man could be in evil company without feel- 
ing the effect of it, A man could not touch 
pitch without being defiled. 

“No man,” said Dr. Hawthorne, “has a 
right to be so absorbed in his profession 
that he has not time to attend to his re- 
ligious duties. Even a doctor, who spends 
his time in ministering to the wants of the 
sick, has no right to devote his time go 
exclusively to the care of his patients that 
he cannot give attention to his own spirit- 
ual wants. The Lord himself requires no 
such devotion to duty. 

“Every man has his own temptations of 
his own sort. it is no temptation to me to 
abstain from taking a drink, or from other 
forms of worldly amusements. Yet I have 
my temptations, which are just as strong. 
It is the duty of the Christian to resist 
temptation in whatever form it appears. 
Each one of us has his besetting sin. We 
should overcome it, not for the merit there 
is in resisting temptation, but for the cause 
of Christ. The besetting sin of some cf us 
is wrath. Such a sin is not less than the sin 
of lying or of drunkenness. In the sight of 
30d all are equal. It should be our duty 
to put down all sin, and consecrate our- 
selves to the service of the Master, who 
knew no sin.” 

After the sermon Dr. Hawthorne received 
into the church many members. Many of 
them, he said, had been for a long time the 
earnest objects of his prayers, and it was 
a@ peculiar gratification. to him that .the 
Lord had permitted him on this, his last 
night of ministration in Atlanta, to gather 
them into the fold. Some of them had been 
raised up under his ministry, and others 
had been for many years the earnest ob- 
jects of his prayers. 

A large audience was present to hear Dr. 
Hawthorne, and his sermon was listeped 
to with great interest.
